A party of civil engineers in charge 
of W. B. Creii.shaw. of tliis city, went 
to Jt'llico tiiis moi nitig to conftT with 
W. H. Wells, chief eiiKineer of tlie 
Southern railway, concerning the 
route. The camping outfit and sup- 
plies have been sent to Jellico, from 
which point another survey of the 
proposed line will be started. Two 
surreys have been made already. 

For some time the qoestion of build- 
ing this extension has been considered 
by the Southern railwav. After the 
original surveys were made nothing 
further was done until today. The at- 
titude of the city of Cincinnati's trus- 
tees of the Cincinnati Southern road, 
in regard to the renewal of the lease 
by the Southern railway, and the de- 
cision of the orticials not to pay the 
rental asked by the trustees makes it 
almost a oortainly that the line will 
beboilt. 

W. B. Crenshaw, who will have 
charge of the survey, has Joit com- 
pleted some work for the Southern in 
Alabama. Last Monday he received 
instructions to report at Jellico today. 
He spent Thursday in the city pur- 
chasing supplies fur the engineering 
camp, and also secured a cook and 
several other camp employes here. Ac- 
companied by B. C. Miner, resident 
engineer with headquarters ut A tlanta 
who arrived in the city Thursday 
afternoon, Mr. Crenshaw left tliis 
moraine for Jellico. Before departing 
he was Men by a SenUnel reporter, 
and asked regarding the bQlMin^ of 
the line. He said; 

"The only thing X know about it, is 
that I was ordered to Jellico, where I 
am to meet Mr. Wells, who brings the 
remainder of the engineering party 
from North Carolina, where the South- 
ern has been doing some work. 1 was 
ordered to secure suppliw-s fur a 
oampandacook." 

B. CL miner was also seen, and he 
said: 

"Whether the Southern is going to 
build the line from Jellico to Burgin 
or not I do not know, but a party to 
make a survey has. been ordered to 
Jellico today. The route will be di- 
rectly through the mountains, and it 
will be a big undertaking to get a line 
through there. It will mean the out- 
lay of a large sum of money. It will 
take some time to make this survey, 
but if it is bnilt. it will not take a 
great time to ccnnplete it."

"There was considerable comment 
among business men and railroad of- 
fl<dals yesterday over the exclusive an- 
nouncement in the Journal and Tri- 
bune of the day that the locating sur- 
veys for tlw Bnigin eztensiim of the 
.<3oatlMni railway la KentodLy would 
be iMgnn im m e di a tel y. Ttere is no 
questton of tlie nnsseroas advantages 
wliieh wlllaocmein Knoxville from 
the boildlngof this link of 105 miles, 
kvhich will connect the St. Louis-Lou- 
isville lines directly with the main 
lines of the Southern system in this 
•it}'. This will give another outlet 
ny rail for Knoxville's manufactured 
products, and will in elfect, almost 
imount to the buildingof a competing 
line, for it is assumed that the South- 
erti's decision to build this line means 
that the road will ^ive up its lease of 
the Cincinnati Southern railroad at 
its expiration, which will be during 
tlM coming summer. This being the 
case, it b prooahle Uiat the Gtaelnna- 
ti Soatbera wUlbe kasedhy some 
other company. No Intlnmtion has 
been made as to a lease to a compe- 
ting line of the Southern, but it is 
not regarded as unlikely by local rail- 
road officials that the Louisville and 
Nashville may take the Cincinnati 
Southern, which would bring that 
system into almost direct competi- 
tion with the SoaUieniia this terri- 
tory. 

The Cincinnati papers have had a 
great deal to say recently ab(jut the 
high price at which tlie trustees of 
the Cincinnati Southern were holding 
the lease of that property, and have 
contained articles to the effect that If 
the road was not leased to the South- 
ern, president Spencer woold certain- 
ly bnild the Bnigln ezteaaion, which 
would result in catting off a large 
share of dndnnati's trade and divert- 
ing mlUkms of dollars of fteight busi- 
ness through other channels which 
have heretofore been carried over the 
Cincinnati Southern's tracks. The 
Cincinnati Southern, as is well known, 
is owned by the city of Cincinnati, and 
is managed by a board of trustees and 
directors, having been leased to repre- 
sentatives of some of the larger sys- 
tems ever since it was built. Ft)rmost 
of the time it has been part of the 
Queen & Crescent Route, between 
CiBCiBoati and Hew Orleaas.

Itis ^wn 
that there are remarkably few alto- 
gether "wet" counties in Kentucky. 
Thirty of Kentucky's counties are en- 
tirely "dry," as many more are "wet" 
in one spot, or to be n.ore exact, liquor 
is retailed only at the county seat. 
All but five are "dry" in spots, that is 
tliere are no retail liquor stores in cer- 
tain voting precincts. The live entire- 
ly "wet" counties are located mostly 
on thesh^pes of Muldraugh's Hill, 
where peach orchards and small li- 
censed brandy distilleries are numer- 
oua. Most of tbe entirely "dry" 
counties are located in the mountain 
counties of Bast Kentucky. Of course 
illicit distilling and biiad tigers 
tbstve in all or neaiiy all of the local 
option counties. There are only four 
places where liquor is sold openly and 
legally inthesoTenth Appellate dia- 
trict, which is composed of twenty- 
one big counties in tbe 9tb, 10th and 
11th Oungiswlonal districts.— Sz.

READING LYING DOWN.

There is no valid reason to be vrged 
•gainst using the eyes in a proper 
manner in a recumbent position; such 
Use is the l*ast tiresome, and can be 
persisted in for lor-jjer jH'riods with- 
out (laniasre tlian any other po.-iition. 
^Ve all know, says Every l><)(!y's Mai^- 
azine, that grave damage is often done 
by reading in a recumbei\^ posture, 
but I fear oculists are largely at 
fanlt. Had it been tiie nniversal prac- 
tifls dvring the past M w •!> years to 
0m earefol directions how to read 
Ijfaif dow» Instead of saylar to one 
and all: **You must not read lying 
down." there would be less nesrsighf 
and better eyes in the commnnity 
than now exist. Three easil)' avoided 
errors cause all the damage possible 
from reading lying down, the lirst 
often leading to the other two. 'I'hey 
are insutlieiont or wronply dirtctei! 
light, short reading distance and tip- 
ping ih» book o«t of a plane at right 
angles to the Une of rision. 

It is ciBMion for people to lie down 
to read at a distance from a good 
light, and often the light is not only 
poor, but in such a direction that it 
is impossible to hold the book prop- 
erly and illuminate it at all. Si)me- 
tinies the lii;ht is in front, whieh al- 
Vays throws the j)rint in shadow, w- 
cessitating a elose reading distance, 
vhieh is likely to produee <Taini)ing 
of the ciliary muscles, congestion of 
•II the internal structures and perma- 
aent progressive nearsight. Or, in or- 
der to secure even better light, it is 
•eeessary to tip the boidc so that both 
the ciliaiiy and eztriasie mnscles are 
overworlEed and cj« tirs soon, super- 



If. however, everyone reading lying 
down will so arrange his lounge or bed 
that the light comes over the head 
•without striking the eyes, an<l falls 
veil upon the i)age; if he will hold hi.s 
•hook at a l(;ng reading distaneo. and 
take care that the line of letters shall 
be at right angles to the line of vision, 
•11 of wliieli may require a IxKik rest, 
be can be sure to do his eyes no more 
karat than if he were sitting up. 
More tluta this, there is a large credit 
ia favor of readiag lying down. The 
Teeumbent posture allows more rest 
of all the bodily structures than the 
Bitting jMisture, and there is greater 
possibility of resting and repair in 
that position. Those who have tried 
it know the Vtenefits accruing, after a 
hard day's work, from the reading, 
vhieh the press of business makes al- 
most an absolute necessity, and I 
have met bu.sy practitioners of medi- 
oiae who felt the need of this rest, 
bat were afraid to take it because of 
a sapeistitioa that th^ aiight ruin 
their eyes. 

One awre fSet is to the credit side 
•f the score. Whenever possible we 
bring gravity into play to relieve eon- 
pestion. esiKcially that of a passive 
type. It has long been recognized 
that throwing tlie head slightly back 
beyond the perpendicular brought 
gravity into jilay to empty the chor- 
oidal veins and those of tlie uveal 
tract, wliieh are jjrineipally overfilled 
by prolonged eye work, l)ut why we 
Imvo teiled to carry this to its logical 
eo ae ia s i oa Is a mystery. It is .so plain 
that carryiag the head back to a hor- 
iaontal position ao absolutely meets 
the whole problem of a relief of a con- 
gestion by gravity, and it is a very im- 
portant problem, that it seems 
strange that we have not been advis- 
ing all our patients with weak eyes 
and internal congestions to practice, 
6o far as possible, reading in a dorsal, 
recumbent jiosition, with the head 
raised only so much as is necessary to 
nake the position perfectly comfor- 
table. I feel sure that snch advice car- 
ried oat|plt|i s^Mmlute care aa to light 
and the position of the book would in 
the case of a thousand busy people 
add largely to the number of hours 
which reading could be indulged in 
without detriment to tlM4sy«s or gea-

The most beautiful stretch of ocean 
beach to be found anywhere on the 
Pacific coast of the United States is 
the wide expanse vA spotless and glit- 
tering sand which Ilea between Gray's 
harbor and the Qvlaianlt ilver. lliere 
may be seen an unbroken area of 20 
miles in length and at low tide from 
three to fi\e miles in width whieh 
would make a moonlight playing 
ground for the houria. aaya the Port- 
land Oregonian. 

There are many tower-like struc- 
tures at regular distances of perhaps 
u mile each, which exi-ite the curiosi- 
ty of the manj- coast line steamers 
plying between San Francisco and 
northern ports. These are the towers 
or shooting boxes of sea ott«r hnat/» 
ers. They are bailt of tall, slender 
])oIes, generally four in numbo*, sunk 
to a great depth and fixed securely in 
the sand and surrounded by a small 
box covered with a roof to proteet its 
occupants from the burning sun. 
Cleats securely fastened to the poles 
from bottom to top afford the hunter 
means of ingress and egress. 

The hot sun which blazes fiercely 
on this ■wide ex|)anse of white sand 
during the months of July and .\u- 
gust heats it almost to a b\irning 
]>oint, and the waters of the incom- 
ing tide, rolling and curling over this 
hot sand, beconie deliciously warm. 
This ia the playing ground of the 
sea otter, the place where they eome 
to spend their holidays. 

Ther leave their homes In the far 
off rocky islands, where there are no 
sand hoaclies, and the green waters 
are cold and deep, and come here like 
people to a watering place, to spnd 
tlie summer months in rolling and 
tumbling alH)nt in this warm water 
in a perfect ecstasy of delight. They 
leap and ]ilay about in the foaming 
bre;ikers and jxdish their beautiful 
skins by hugging the sandy bottom 
and allowing the ocean swells to drive 
and throw them about aa they wilL 

Although sea otters have the timidi- 
ty which ia natural to all wild ani- 
mals they are better able to protect 
themselves than any of the other ani- 
mals which have their homes in the 
sea. Tlie swiftness of their move- 
ments makes it ])ossible for them easi- 
ly to catch any kind of small fish, 
and thus thoy can appeas« their htan- 
ger with the daintiest food. 

Xo shark can catch them: they 
could be 20 feet away while Mr. 
Shark was turning on his back, and 
If the ,ahark were directly beneath 
them they could throw themselves 
Sve feet in the air like a kaleidoscopic 
ball, while the ugly monater was 
snapping his jaws. The hunter ia in 
his box. the tide is coming la and, 
with a powerful field glass to assist 
his jiracliccd eye. he eagerly scans 
each coming roller. lie has been here 
every day for a week, and his rifle 
has lain untouched by his side. To- 
day something may happen. 

All at once he starts and mutters 
a little ejaculation; he sees some- 
thing. He will soon know what it is. 
for the swells are coming sw ift Iv and 
the distance between himself and the 
object he his seen will be quickly 
lessened. Tes, there it is again; there 
is no mistake. It Is an otter, not 
more than fiOO yarda away. The hunt- 
er lays down his glaaa jind there is 
$500 or $600 worth of beautiful shin- 
ing fur plainly visible to the naked 
eye. 

The man in the tower picks up his 
Rharjj's rifle, inserts a l.'.'d <rrain car- 
tridge in the chaiiioer. and there is a 
wicked, wistful gleam in the keen 
eye of the hunter a's he raises his 
weapon for the first shot. There is 
a flash, a recoil and a rejKJrt, which 
is scarcely distinguishable in the roar- 
ing of the breakers to the man who 
holds the gan. Ammunition is no ob- 
jeet, and. with lightning rapidity, he 
loads and «res his piece. The otter 
will not be more tiuA tea feet away 
from where he was when ih^ hunter 
pulled the trigger when he gets thCK, 
and that hunter can hit a bounding 
deer at n(X) yards twice out of five 
bhots. The otter is enjoying himself 
in the dangerous company of murder- 
ous bullets, which are doing their 
best to find him. 

Another huge breaker brings him 
withjn 2«0 yards of the blazing rifle. 
A quick recoil of the heavy pun turns 
the hunter half round; there is an 
vnaataral splash which tells the man 
aometbing has happened. He strains 
his eyes; no need oi hia glass to see 
there is blood in the water, and this 
tells him that there is a big hole aoa«e- 
where in that $500. 

No need to shoot again; no otter 
could bleed like that and not be 
washed ashore. The hunter lavs 
down liis heated gun; there wili be 
no more otters in sight to-day. He 
sees his game almost opposite his 
tower; it is drifting helplessly toward 
the shore. That skin is his and its 
possesskm means that he will have 
everythfaig he wants for another year 
if he does not Are a single shot. 

With a yell of delight he Hies to- 
ward the shanty on the bluff to tell 
his mother and the half dozen or so 
of other little half-breeds what has 
happened, and they all come trooping 
down the beach aa fast aa tltfiir Wg» 
can carry them. 

The tide is going out now and the 
blood of the otter stains the sand 
which has lured him to destruction, 
and the ebbing ripples tenderly caresa 
for the last tiase' the pretty animal 
which has beea their playmate all its 
life, and the sea will maaa for the 
free-born thing whieh haa always had 
a home in its bosom. 

Some way or another the news 
spreads quickly and other hunters and 
crowds of Si washes come trooping to- 
rrara the dead otter from s!l direc-
